Philadelphia, May 20 (By A. P.). 
John §S. Fisher, candidate for the 
Pennsylvania: gubernatorial nomi- 
nation on the ticket backed by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon, to- 
night led Edward E. Beidleman, 
supported by Representative Will- 
iam S. Vare, by 10,579 with only 47 
districts missing. The vote was: 
Fisher, 638.616: Beidleman, 627,- 
37. 

While Representative Vare main- 
tained a safe plurality over Senator 
George Wharton Pepper for the 
United States Senate nomination. 
his gubernatorial candidate dropped 
steadily behind as districts in west- 
ern Pennsylvania and the interior 
counties reported. 

Districts which returned plurali- 
ties for Fisher in many cases gave 
a lead for Pepper and the combined 
figures cut somewhat into the Vare 
lead. With 378 districts out, Vare 
had a plurality over Senator Pep- 
per of 90,668. Gov. Pinchot, who 
ran on bone-dry platform as 
against the modification issues put 
forward by Vare, was in third 
place, 168,306 behind Pepper. To- 
tals for the 7,903 districts report- 
ing were: Vare, 584,908; Pepper, 
494,240; Pinchot, 325,934. 


Bonniwell Noses Ahead.

The race for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination also devel- 
oped a close contest. In returns 
from 6,071 of. the 8,281 districts in 
the State, Judge Eugene C. Bonni- 
well, who conducted an independent 
candidacy on a modification plat- 
form, led Judge Samuel E. Shull, 
supported by the forces of Joseph 
E. ‘Guffey, Democratic national 
committeeman from Pennsylvania, 
by 699 votes. Former Judge Will- 
iam E. Porter, backed by Vance C. 
McCormick, former chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, was 
11,071 behind Shull. 

The Pepper-Fisher forces were 
jubilant as the mounting totals 
pushed their gubernatorial candi- 
date into the lead. In the eyes of 
many local leaders, the governor- 
ship ‘loomed as a more desirable 
prize than the senatorship. 

While the Beidleman leaders re- 
fused to concede the defeat of their 
candidate, Fisher expressed little 
surprise when the returns showed 
him ahead, declaring he never had 
given up.

Middiewest Hears the Tiny | Slayer of Mother Wins His 


Particle Rattling About 
in Space. 


Lawrence, Kans., May 20 (By A 
P.).—Single atoms rattled about in 
space in a laboratory at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas tonight. 

Not only did these atoms make a 
noise audible to observers in the 
laboratory, but the sound was 
caught by the university’s radio sta- 
tion, KF KU, and broadcast through- 
out the central West, together with 
an explanatory talk by Dr. H. P. 
Cady, assisted by John Strong, both 
of the department of chemistry. 

The smallness of the atoms used— 
those from radio-active substances— 
was explained by Dr. Cady, who said 
if a single crystal of sugar were di- 
vided into a billion parts, and this 
billionth were again divided into 
a billion parts, the fraction would 
still be 20 times as large as the atom 
of helium. 

A Leyden jar, such as has been 
used for static electrical experiments 
since even before the time of Benja- 
min Franklin, was the basis of the 
ex periment.

The negative pole of the jar was: 


connected with a fine-point talking 
machine needle, set like a lightning 
rod in the center of the jar. Sus- 
pended so as to surround the nega- 
tive point was a brass cylinder, con- 
nected with the positive pole.

To France, he said, its acceptance 
would be both an act of faith and a 
practical step toward restoration of 
the franc, while for the United 
States it would mean the just set- 
‘tlement of a troublesome. score 
against an old friend. 

If France had waited long to 
fund her debt, he said, it was be- 
cause she had terrible burdens at 
home that must be shouldered if 
she was to hold up her head amon? 
the nations; but now that her in- 
dustry had come to life again, she 
could undertake with assurance the 
settlement of her obligations 
abroad. The American people, he 
continued, could well understand 
these difficulties because of their 
own fiscal troubles after the revolu- 
tion and after the civil war, when 
France ‘“‘spontaneously gave twice 
to the United States the help of 
her Louis d’Or and her credit.” 

The Ambassador proposed a part- 
ing toast to the cities of New York 
and Washington, whose very archi- 
tecture he described as symbolical 
of American realism on the one 
hand, and American idealism on the 
other.

The House measure, on the other 
hand, provides merely for increased 
annuities reaching an annuity of 
$1,000, based upon a salary of 
$1,500 a year, and a contribution 
by the employes of three and a half 
per cent. This measure, according 
to accepted actuarial figures, will 
cost the government $29,000 a year 
less than the present law is cost- 
ing, while the bill passed by the 
senate will increase the governe 
ment’s cost by $7,000,000 a year. 

There was the suggestion by Seme 
ator Smoot, of Utah, in the debate 
attending the bill that the House 
will not even let the matter go te 
conference, thus killing the legisla- 
tion. There is every reason to. be-

Declaring that the measure 
‘‘arouses a public expectation that 
the executive office can meet an 
emergency it is impotent to control 
by law,’’ James A. Emery, general 
counsel of the executive committee, 
pointed out that the bill was passed 
“in the midst of wage demands 
which, if granted and carried 
throughout the railroad systems, 
will add millions of dollars per 
annum to the cost of their oper- 
ation.”’ 

Mr. Emery said that the bill 
gives to the parties at interest an 
unprecedented control over the sit- 
uation, and strips both the execu- 
tives and the public of adequate 
power of resistance to inordinate 
demands ‘‘which is likely to make 
existing rates our minimum, with 
a strong probability of a steadily 
ascending curve.’’ He deplored 
the fact that it ‘‘deprives the pub- 
lic of safeguards against the im- 
position of undue burdens upon 
the rate structure which represented 
thirty years of slow legislative pro- 
gress.”’ 

B. F. Cleaves, secretary of the 
Asociated Industries of Maine, who

some States legislators had gone 
“almost hopelesly insane’ in the 
matter of enacting workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance laws.

District Will Acquire Land It 
Now Leases at Cherry 
Hill, Va. 


The Senate last night passed the 
House bill providing for the acqui- 
sition of property in Prince William 
county, Va., to be used by the Dis- 
trict for the reduction of garbage. 

The purpose of this legislation is 
{to enable the District to obtain pos- 
session of land it now occupies 
under lease, located at Cherry Hill, 
on the west bank of the river, about 
50 miles south of Washington. The 
District owns the plant, valued at 
approximately $750,000, but not 
the land, 25 acres being leased at 
an annual rental of $300. The 
owners are unwilling to renew the 
lease at a figure deemed reason- 
able by the commissioners. 

The bill authorizes condemnation 
proceedings of the 25 acres occu- 
pied and 40 additional acres ad- 
jacent. The land is assessed at $6 
per acre, but the commissioners con- 
sider that $40 an acre would be a 
reasonable price. No limitation as 
to price is fixed in the bill, the 
ultimate figure to be determined by 
condemnation proceedings unless a 
private sale meanwhile is arranged.

Court Bill Accepted. 


The House bill restoring to the 
juvenile court its former jurisdic- 
tion in nonsupport cases also Was 
approved. These cases were tried 
by the juvenile court until a higher 
court decided that a person could 
not be sentenced to hard labor with- 
out being indicted, and that cases 
involving such punishment must be 
tried in the District Supreme 
court. The bill approved yesterday 
eliminates the words ‘“‘hard labor’’ 
from that section dealing with 
punishment. 

The method of selecting the grand 
jury is changed in another of the 
five bills. At present the grand jury 
is selected from a special venire of 
23 men. Thus, if any of the 23 are 
unable to serve, another special 
venire must be called. The bill pro- 
vides that the grand jury may be 
selected from among the talesmen 
called for the petit juries. 

The fifth bill authorizes the 
American Social] Science institute to 
change its name to the Nationa! In- 
stitute of Social Sciences. 


Tax Payment Changes. 


The bill changing the time for the 
payment of taxes also provides that 
corporations and business organiza- 
tions must pay taxes twice a year. 
It further provides that personal 
tax returns be filed in March, the 
object being to permit the property 
ewner to file these returns at the 
same time he pays the second in- 
stallment of his real estate tax. 

The ‘Dill also provides that the 
board of personal tax appeals shall 
sit from the first Monday of July to 
the first Monday of. December.

until the difference in potential was 
reduced to 4,000 volts. There the 
resistance of the air stopped the dis- 
charge, until a radio active sub- 
stance was brought within a few 
inches of the upper opening of the 


brass cylinder and just above the 
needle. 

When the alpha particles from 
the radium entered the cylinder 
they produced ions from the air, 
and these multiplied by collision 
until the electric current could pass 
again. By means of a three-stage 
amplifier this current, which was 
multiplied between 10,000,000 and 
100,000,000 times within the Ley- 
den jar was multiplied 70,000 
times, and this power produced in 
a loud speaker a tone like that of 
# small bell struck sharply and 
then muted, or of a plucked violin 
string. . 

When substances strongly radio- 
active were presented to the in- 
strument, a continuous rattle en- 
sued, but for substances less radio- 
active the single atoms were fep- 
arated enough to be easily counted. 
Since the operation of ionizing the 
air and producing the electrical 
current required only one-thou- 
sandth of a second, it would be 
possible to distinguish separate 
atoms somewhere near a thousand 
a second, but the counting would 
be difficult, Dr. Cady suggested. 

Parttcles of gas mantles, Watches 
with radiant figures, and even a 
chemical solution obtained from 
common Kansas limestone were in- 
troduced and each gave off its ap- 
propriate number of atoms per sec- 
ond, depending upon the amount 
of radium present.

Court Bill Accepted. 


The House bill restoring to the 
juvenile court its former jurisdic- 
tion in nonaupport cases also was 
approved. These cases were tried 
by the juvenile court until a higher 
court decided that a person could 
not be sentenced to hard labor with- 
out being indicted, and that cases 
involving such punishment must be 
tried in the District Supreme 
court. The bill approved yesterday 
eliminates the words “hard labor” 
from that section dealing with 
punishment. 

The method of selecting the grand 
jury is ch®hged in another of the 
five bills. At present the grand jury 
is selected from a special venire of 
23 men. Thus, if any of the 23 are 
unable to serve, another special 
venire must be called. The bill pro- 
vides that. the grand jury may be 
selected from among the talesmen 
called for the petit juries. 

The fifth bill authorizes the 
American Social Science institute to 
change its name to the National In- 
stitute of Social Sciences. 


Tax Payment Changes. 


The bill changing the time for the 
payment of taxes also provides that 
corporations and business organiza- 
tions must pay taxes twice a year 
Tt further provides that 
tax returns be filed in March, the 
object being to permit the property 
owner to file these returns at the 
wame time he pays the second in- 
stallment of hia real estate tax. 

The bill also provides that the 
board of personal tax appeals shall 
nit from the firat Monday of July to 
the first Monday of December. 

No action was taken on the bill

FALSE DIVIDEND NEWS 
~ GAUSES WILD TRADING 


Ticker Failed to Tell of Stock 
Division by Board of 
Hudson Motors. 


DRUDGERY IS LESSENED||NQUIRY IS UNDER WAY 


New York, May 20 (By A. P.).— 
Widespread confusion Created by 
the publication of a false dividend 


announcement today caused wild 
fluctuations in Hudson Motor 
shares, estimated to have cost spec- 
ulators anywhere from $400,000 to 
$1,000,000, and started an investi- 
gation of the affair by the busi- 
ness conduct committee of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

The erroneous’ report. which 
credited the Hudson directors. at 
Detroit with declaring only the reg- 
ular dividends instead of the au- 
thorized 20 per cent stock dividend, 
and an increase in the regular quar- 
terly payment, was printed by Wall 
street’s two financial news tickers, 
both of which explained that they 
had received the information from 


|a stock exchange brokerage house 


with a Detroit office. 

Twenty minutes after 
statement had appeared, 
rect announcement of the special 
dividend distribution was  pub- 
lished, but in the meantime a sharp 
break had taken place in Hudson 
shares, aS heavy short selling was 
inspired by disappointment over 
the false report. The correction 
started a stampede of short inter- 
ests to cover which quickly shot the 
price of Hudson up from 57 
high of 63% on an enormous turn- 
over. The closing quotation was 
at 6514, representimg an advance 
of 4 points for the day.

PERNICIOUS ANEMIA. 
cious anemia differ from 
secondary anemia? 

Is it curable and how long does it 
take to cure? 

Also, does it affect the sight and 
hearing? 

REPLY. 

Pernicious anemia differs from 
secondary anemia and chlorosis in 
almost every way. Secondary ane- 
mias are generally not serious, and 
they are rather easily cured. A 
moderate change in habits and some 
change in diet and a little time are 
the only cures required in the ordi- 
nary case. In most instances it is 
rather easy to find the cause of sec- 
ondary anemia, and if the cause be 
removed the anemia tends to get 
well without further treatment. No 
part of this is true of pernicious 
anemia. 

Pernicious anemia generally 
starts slowly. In many cases there 
is a history of pyorrhea, sore 
tongue, sore gums or other trouble 
of the mouth existing a few years 
before the anemia appeared. Unless 
this be a cause of pernicious anemia 


Just now there is a theory that 


‘in pernicious anemia the putrefac- 


tion processes and the bacteria 
which cause them in the large in- 
testine get into the small intestine 
and that is the cause of pernicious 
anemia. A process which is about 
normal in the one place causes per- 
nicilous anemia when it takes place 
in another. What’s all right in one 
place may be bad form in another 
in more ways than one. 
no more than speculation. We do 
not know the cause of pernicious 
anemia. 

In this disease the coloring mat- 
ter of the blood is greatly reduced, 
but the number of the red blood 
corpuscles is even more so. The 
disease affects the red blood cor- 
puscles especially. It destroys many 
and it deforms others. Secondary 
anemia destroys the coloring mat- 
ter of the blood without changing 
the corpuscles particularly.

The treatment of pernicious an- 
emia is not very satisfactory. Ordi- 
narily, the teeth are pulled and the 
mouth is put in first class order, 
but that is a case of locking the 
stable after the horse has gone. 
Various operations and other pro- 
cedures for cleaning out the small 
intestines are on trial. 

One of the difficulties in finding 
a cure for pernicious anemia is the 
tendency of the disease to let up 
without any known cause. Cases 
that seem about to terminate will 
turn in and improve quite unex- 
plainably. Apparent complete re- 
turn to health may be noted. Then 
months, or years later comes the 
final relapse. Some cases go up 
the mountains and down into the 
valleys, alternating for many years. 

Pernicious anemia may affect 
any of the nerves, including those 
of eyesight and hearing.

A new bond issue of $250,000 is 
proposed by directors of the Wash- 
ington Auditorium Corporation, 
who have recommended that steps 
be taken to bring about the new 
financing. Responsive to this rec- 
ommendation, Robert N. Harper, 
President of the corporation, has 
called a meeting of the stockhold- 
ers to be held in the company’s 
Office in Alexandria, Va., on June 2. 

Wien the W ashington audito- 
rium project was begun it was be- 
lieved that $800,000 would be suf- 
ficient for the purchase of the 
property and the erection of the 
building thereon. Thus it was that 
the capital stock of the corporation 
was fixed at $400,000, and a bond 
issue of $400,000, secured by a 
first mortgage on the real estate, 
was marketed. The issue of stock 
as well as the’ bonds were sold 
through the efforts of the officers, 
directors and numerous friends of 
the corporation, so that the origi- 
nal financing was free from ex- 
pense and the entire receipts from 
the sale of securities were unen- 
cumbered. 

Shortly after the construction of 
the auditorium commenced, the 
directors and the building commit- 
tee found that the installation of a 
pipe organ and some other additions 
to the plans would be desirable, and 
these enlarged plans brought the 
cost of the completed auditorium 
up to approximately $1,000,000. 

There now remains due and un- 
paid, including a balance due on 
the organ, sums aggregating $209.- 
000, and additional money is needed 
for improvements, necessary decora- 
tions and payment of outstanding 
bills. For this reason the directors 
have deemed it wise to place a new 
bond issue of $250,000. Exclusive 
of the furniture and organ, an ap- 
praisal by the Washington Real 
state Board places the value of 
the property at $1,250,000. 

The notice to stockholders set- 
ting forth the reason for the special 
meeting and detailing the recom- 
mendation of the directors con- 
cludes with the statement: ‘‘The 
success of the corporation for the 
first year has been most gratifying, 
although many difficulties had to 
be overcome.”’ 


A. T. & Rights Admited.

trend of the steel trade, according | 
to the expert reviewers, is in the 
direction of a recession from top 
levels, this is not true of many 
of the kindred industries who are 
heavy users of steel products.

Change of procedure in tax coillec- 
tion, ordered a year ago to simplify 
the procedure, has resulted in com- 


plicating it instead, it appeared yes- | 
terday, from the stacks of mail on | 
the desk of C. M. Towers, collector | 


of taxes. 


Mr. Towers took advantage of 
the occasion to urge that taxpayers 
conform to the new regulations to 
save themselves time and possibility 
of having to pay penalties for delin- 
quency in payment and to help him 
zet from under the burden of over- 
work with an insufficient staff of 
clerks. 

Two thousand letters came yes- 
terday in Mr. Towers’ mail and 
the number of these will increase 
daily, he said, until the last day 
for payment of the second half of 
this year’s taxes, May 31. Nearly 
half of the letters contained re- 
quests for bills and should have 
been sent directly to Tax Assessor 
William P. Richards. 


Letters Handled Twice. 


These letters have to be handled 7 


twice. They are opened in Mr. 
Towers’ office and their contents 
noted. They are separated from the 
rest of the mail, stamped with date 
of receipts and sent to Mr. Rich- 
ards’ office. They are examined 
and stamped again, and the infor- 
mation is looked up. 

Many of the letters contain 
checks for taxes, based on bilis a 
year old, or on the bill for the first 
half of the year’s tax. Sending 
these to the assessor’s office entails 
sending the checks there also, since 
they have to be kept attached to 
the letters until finally disposed of, 


Thus many checks, of which Mr. 
Towers is custodian, have to leave 
his hands, with added danger of 
being lost. If the amount of such 
a check is incorrect, the whole thing 
must be referred back to the tax- 
payer for adjustment. If correct, 
check and bill are returned to Mr. 
Towers’ office, where the bill is 
compared with the check, receipted 
and mailed back to the taxpayer. 


Sees Deluge Ahead. 


“We are able, by hard work to 
cope with this mail to date,” said 
Towers, ‘but we shall be 
swamped toward the end of the 
month, Iam sure. The mail of the 
Jdast day will pile up on us and it 
will take nearly all of Jume to 
straighten it out and dispose of it. 

“This delay hampers us in mak- 
ing our return on the year’s tax 
revenue for use in computing the 
tax rate for the coming year, be- 
sides causing us to speed up with 
uttendant increased possibility of 
error. Delays might also embar- 
vass the taxpayers. Our burden, 
especially severe since we haven't 
evough clerks, can be materially 
lessened and taxpayers can be serv- 
ed more promptly and accurately, 
with less likelihood of having to 
pay penalties for not paying prompt- 
ly, if they will conform to the pro- 
cedure instituted July 1, 1925, and 
send their requests for bills, with- 
out checks, to the office of the tax 
assessor and then mail or bring 
their checks, with bills, to this of- 
fice. And they should do so prompt- 
ly to avoid the last minute rush.”

sociation, marked the climax of 
tilt between a large delegation o 
citizens of Richmond Park and \i 
& R. B. Warren, builders, yesterda: 
afternoon, in a hearing before tim 
zoning commission, on the applic: 
tion of the Warren brothers for 
change in zoning that woyld pe 
mit them to erect a group of co 
operative apartments on a hillten 
surrounded by Rowland place. and 
Quebec and Thirty-fourth strec: 
northwest. 

The bitterness of the afternoon 
session followed a heated quarrel i): 
the morning, when the commission 
considered amendments to the zon 
ing code to bar semidetached house 
from A restricted area and apart 
ments, hotels and communi‘:
